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NEW CAUCUS LAW 


. Full Text of the Luce Law Governing 


Caucuses. 


The new Luce law governing caucuses 


» which. was so successfully tried out at 


the Boston primaries last month, has re- 


| sulted in many requests for the text of 


the law and ii will be found below in 
full : 
Be it enacted, ete., as follows: 


SECTION 1. For the purpose cf this 


act the term “election law” shall ap- 
py to chapter eleven of the Revised 
Luws, The term “Primary” shall ap- 


ply to any meeting held in accordance 
vith the provisions of this act. The 
term “municipal party” ,shalleapply to 
a party other than a_ political purty 
Which at the preceding city or town 
erection polled fer mayor or a select- 
114n at least three per cent of the en- 


tire vote cast in the city or town for 
that office; this term shall be use? only 
with reference to Caucuses for ‘the 


nomination of city or town officers® 

SECTION.2. All caucuses ot poiiti- 
‘cl and municipal parties in cities, and 
in towns using official balldts, which 
cowns at an annual meeting vote that 
primaries shall be held therein, except 
ccoucuses to elect delegates (o conven- 
tions held for the election of delegates 
to national conventions, and for the 
choice of ward committees after the
